More Axzour Factortrs.—“Ex-Goy- 
ernor Patton, of Alabama, in a letter to 
the South, says that the dividend paid 
by the Augusta cotton mills is over 20 


per cent a year. A cotton mill at Pe. 
tersburg, Va., pays 25 per cent a year. 
One at Columbus, Ga., pays over 20 per 
cent. The mills in this State do at 
least as well. And at this very time the 
New England mills are siruggling along 
with small profits,and even talk of 
working short-time so as to reduce 
stocks and improve prices. The differ- 
ence between their feeble and sinking 
condition, and the vigorous activity of 
the Seuthern mills is aéepunted for by 
the “five cents a pound” advantage 
which the Southern manutacturer has 
in his tilt with New England.— Wil- 
mington Journal.. 

“Cotton and almost every other kind 
of manufacturing in this State can,with 
proper attention, be made to pay hand- 
some dividends, as all of the cotton 
mills now running do. Let our capi- 
talists unite and continue to multiply 
cotton and other manufacturing estab- 
lishments until no other State in the 
Union excels the number and quality of 
her manufacturies. This is the road 
that is destined to lead our people to 
competency, wealth and influence; and 
the sooner our people take it and re- 
solve to employ their means and ener- 
gies in this way, the better it will be for 
them and the State.- Greensboro Patriot.” 


We present the above extracts trom 
two of our State exchanges, by way of 
again calling the attention of our 


citizens and the city authorities to the 


importance of getting up at least two 


cotton factories in the city. 


The city will not lose one cent of 


taxes by making the offer to exempt, 


for the term of ten years, the capital 


employed in building and fixtures. 


Capital ie net likely to come inside 
the city limits, and to employ itsclf in 
manufacturing, when, by staying out- 


side, it can save one per cent, or more 
per annum, 


The city need not relinguish its right 
to tax the ground on which such facto- 


ries may be built. We do not ask the 
Commissioners to give up any source of 


revenue that the city now enjoys. But 
we do maintain that the municipal 


authorities by offering the limited ex- 
emption from taxes, of which we bave 
spoken, upon buildings and machinery, 


may really increase the city revenues. 


This benefit to the city finances would 
result from the enhanced value of city 


property generally, which everybody 
knows results trom additions of popu- 


lation and augmented business transac- 
tions’ 


We understand that other prosperous 


cities are taking the step we propose. 


We learn that Atlanta gives the exemp- 


tion we ask to cotton and wovlen ma- 


hinery and buildings. 
For the purpose of putting our idea 


in tangible shape,we ask the Mayor and 
Commissiovers of Raleigh to pass such 
a resolution as follows: 


Resolved, That the Mayor and Com 


missioners of the city of Raleigh, here- 
by tender exemptions from municipal 
taxes until the first of September, 1885, 
to all capital that may 
buildings and machinery in this city, 
for the manufacture of cotton and wool 
prior to the first day of September, 1875.

| Tue State Farr-A Deskrvev Comp.i- 
MENT TO T. M. Greens- 
boro correspondent of the Wilmington 
Post, in speaking of the coming State 
Fair in this city, takes occasion to pay 
the following deserved compliment. to 
the President of the Association, Col. 
T. M. Holt : 


“We are going to have a grand St: 
Fair at Raleigh this Fall, ond, as Ay ys 
State matter, I have thought it roper 
to send you a brief sketch in reference 
to the approaching Fair, and the prin- 
cipal personage in its management. 

The present President and Chief Ex 
ecutive officer of the State Agricultural 
Society of North Carolina is Thos, M. 
Holt, Esq. 

Situated on the Haw river, in the 

famous county of Alamance, is the cot- 
ton factory and flouring mille of Holt & 
Moore, the most flourishing, profitable 
and enterprising establishment of the 
kind in North Uarolina. The princi 
director and owner ot this valuable 
property is Thomas M. Holt, a man, 
none the less remarkable for his reti- 
cence and retiring disposition from an 
outward sense and view, than for his 
vigorous and energetic business qualifi- 
cations. Mr. Holt 1s one of the men of 
the times, and fully equal to the “de. 
mand of the hour.” A self-made man,
